REPORT OF THE JANUARY MEETING 


A fully attended meeting of the Insurance Acts Com- 
mittee was held at the British Medical Association House, 
London, on the morning and afternoon of Thursday, 
January 7th. Dr. H. G. Darn, from the chair, welcomed 
the President of the Association (Dr. W. G. Willoughby) 
on his first appearance at the committee, and also Dr. 
G. W. Miller and Dr. R. W. Craig on their first appear- 
ance in the capacity respectively of Chairman of the 
Insurance Acts Subcommittee for Scotland and Scottish 
Medical Secretary. 


EXPENDITURE ON SICKNESS BENEFIT 
Following upon the discussion which took place at the 
previous meeting of the committee on the alleged excessive 
sickness benefit claims and the bearing of lax certification 
thereupon, the chairman gave certain figures which had 
been elicited, showing the expenditure on sickness and 
disablement benefit during five recent years. The figures, 


which appertained to the whole of Great Britain, were | 


as follows:

It was pointed out that the insured population increased 
each year by between 1 and 2 per cent. The figures from 
1928 were affected by the fact that from the beginning 
of that year the age limit for health insurance purposes 
was reduced from 70 to 65, all persons between those 
ages ceasing to be entitled to sickness and disablement 
benefits, and most of them becoming recipients of con- 


tributory old age pensions. The Government actuary 
estimated the reduction of expenditure on sickness and 
disablement on this account at £1,800,000, representing 
about two-thirds of the actual diminution on the figure 
for 1928 as compared with that for 1927. The relatively 
high figure for 1929 was explained by the influenza 
epidemic at the beginning of that year. 


ARTICLES OR SUBSTANCES NOT ORDINARILY PART 
OF MEpIcCAL BENEFIT 

Discussion arose on a communication from the Gates- 
head Panel Committee stating its opinion, in answer to 
a point raised by the local Insurance Committee, that 
vaginal tampons (glycerin of ichthyol) and pontampons 
(ichthyol) could properly be supplied as part of medical 
benefit, and asking for the views of the Insurance Acts 
Committee on the subject. The Gateshead Insurance 
Committee had been advised that these were not appliances 
forming part of medical benefit, but before recovering the 
cost from a practitioner who had issued scripts for them 

it had made representations to the Panel Committee. 
The suggestion was made by one member of the com- 
mittee that the tampon was to be considered in the same 
light as the bottle containing medicine, not by itself an 
appliance, but the necessary vehicle for the drug, and by 
another, that it was half-way between a drug and a 
dressing. The chairman, who thought the situation might 


| be met by an instruction to the patient to make the 
_ tampon herself, pointed out that, as glycerin and ichthyol 


were ordinarily prescribable, and as the tampon was made 
of cotton-wool, which was a scheduled appliance, there 
seemed to be no reason why tampons should not be 
ordered. It was agreed that the view as stated by the 
chairman should go forward to the Minisiry. 
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Insurance Acts Committee 
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EMERGENCY ECONOMY ARRANGEMENTS AND THE 
CAPITATION FEE 


A communication from the Ministry of Health raised 
the question of the form of notification to Insurance 
Committees with regard to the distribution of the Practi- 
tioners’ Fund under the emergency economy arrange- 
ments. The Central Practitioners’ Fund will be calcu- 
lated in the usual way on the basis of the capitation fee 
of 9s., after which 10 per cent. will be deducted to- arrive 
at the net amount available for distribution. The Ministry 
asked whether the committee thought it important that 
both the gross and the net figures should be shown in the 
notification to Insurance Committees. To the Ministry 
itself this course seemed unnecessary, and in any case it 
was hoped that the committee would not wish the state- 
ments sent by Insurance Committees to individual practi- 
tioners to show anything but the net figures. The com- 
mittee agreed with the Ministry’s view. 

It was pointed out in the committee, however, that 
emphasis had been laid on the fact—not understood by all 
insurance practitidners—that there had been no reduction 
in the capitation fee, but only a 10 per cent. contribution 
to the needs of the nation, and that this ought to be 
made plain in the notification. On the other hand, to 
make a precise statement to each individual practitioner, 
giving the figures, would involve a double calculation. 
A less cumbrous and expensive method would be for 
Insurance Committees, when sending out quarterly cheques 
to insurance practitioners, either to intimate that the 
amount forwarded was less the 10 per cent. economy 
deduction, or, alternatively, to illustrate such fact by 
means of calculations contained in any statement accom- 
panying the cheque. It was agreed to recommend the 
Ministry accordingly. 


DeEPUTATION TO THE MINISTRY OF HEALTH 

A deputation, headed by the chairman of the committee, 
had waited upon officers of the Ministry on December 17th 
to bring forward certain resolutions of the Annual Panel 
Conference and to discuss other metters. A report on 
what had passed was made to t) committee. One 
question cleared up was with regard t. fees of insurance 
practitioners called in by the police in the case of street 
accidents. Sir Arthur Robinson stated at the interview 
that the legal advisers of the Ministry held that in such 
cases there was an implied contract between the doctor 
and the police authority for payment by the latter for 
any services rendered in cases of this kind. The phrase 
‘* police surgeon ’’ was intended to cover any doctor so 
called in, whether a divisional police surgeon or not. 

The general question of drugs necessarily or ordinarily 
administered by an insurance practitioner was raised by 
the deputation. The great changes which had taken place 
in medical practice since the provision was first made 
that a practitioner should receive Is. 3d. for each hundred 
names on his list to cover drugs necessarily or ordinarily 
administered by a practitioner and drugs and _ prescribed 
appliances needed for immediate application other than 
those contained in the list appended to Part II of 
the Distribution Scheme were pointed out, especially the 
increasing tendency towards treatment over long periods 
by hypodermic injection. Another point made by the 
deputation was that inasmuch as the list appended to 
Part IL of the Distribution Scheme excepted from the 
Is. 3d. capitation fee certain drugs whichwere administered 
hypodermically, many pricing bureaus and clerks of 
nsurance Committees supposed that it necessarily followed 
that all other drugs administered hypodermically could 
only be administered by the practitioner, and that con- 
sequently the cost was covered by the Is. 3d. per 100 fee. 
It was generally agreed on both sides that what was 
wanted was an amendment of the words in the relevant 
clause of the Distribution Scheme, ‘‘ Drugs necessarily or 
ordinarily administered by a practitioner and drugs and 
prescribed appliances needed for immediate administration 
or application.’’ The deputation undertook that the com- 


mittee should consider this matter and submit suggestions 


to the Ministry. The committee decided to consider th 
subject further at its next meeting. . 

Other questions taken up by the deputation related to 
the medical cards. It was urged, following the ventilatio 
of the matter at the Panel Conference, that when it = 
notified that a person had ceased insurance, the Insurance 
Committee should, at the same time as it applied to the 
practitioner for the record card, apply to the insureq 
person for his medical card, and notify him that he haq 
now no insurance doctor. The Ministry mentioned that 
one of several economy proposals forthcoming from Jp. 
surance Committees was to the effect that notices to 
insured persons and the recovery of medical cards should 
be discontinued. The deputation pointed out that jg 
insured persons were not informed that they were out of 
benefit, practitioners would have to go on treating those 
who were not entitled to their services. In the result the 
Ministry agreed that no further action should be taken on 
the lines of the Insurance Committees’ proposal, and go 
far as the proposal emanating from the conference was 
concerned it was stated that it had been ascertained that 
the majority of Insurance Committees did apply to insured 
persons for the return of the medical card, though only 
a small number of cards were received as a result. : 

Another resolution of the conference which was brought 
to the attention of the Ministry concerned some more 
explicit wording on the card so as to meet the case jpn 
country districts where large numbers of servants were 
employed for six months of the year and did not go on to 
the list of a local doctor until they were ill. The following 
wording was suggested by the Ministry: ‘* If you remove 
permanently to a new address and cannot get treatment 
from the doctor you have chosen, you should fill up 
Part B opposite and take the card to any insurance doctor 
you wish to choose.’’ The word “ permanently "’ was 
questioned in the committee, and one suggestion made was 
to delete that word, and to make the latter part of the 
sentence run: ‘‘. .. fill up Part B or Part D of this 
card as may be appropriate...’ It was agreed to defer 
the question of the precise wording until the next meeting, 

Several proposals were discussed by the deputation, 
having emanated from Insurance Commitices with the 
object of economy in administration. One of these was 
that alterations of panel lists should be issued annually 
to practitioners instead of quarterly, and that some re- 
duction should be made in the number of places where 
panel lists were exhibited. The deputation agreed to the 
first proposal, but objected to the second on the ground 
that it would in effect tend to limit the insured person's 
opportunities of choice. Another proposal was that Insur- 
ance Committees should be relieved of the cost of notices 
in connexion with transfer of practices. The deputation 
pointed out, however, that such notices served a dual 
purpose, informing the insured person that because of the 
transfer he had the right to exercise another choice of 
doctor, and also that the doctor taking over the practice 
was willing to accept him. If the proposal was taken 
at its face value it meant that the present notice would 
continue to go out, but at the cost of the practitioner, 
who would thereby be paying the cost of carrying out 
what was a statutory obligation on the part of the 
Insurance Committee. The Ministry agreed not to 
proceed with this proposal. 


PENSIONS FOR INSURANCE PRACTITIONERS 

It was reported to the committee that the first meeting 
of the Pensions Subcommittee had been held, and after 
a discussion of preliminary points had agreed that whilst 
a national scheme with compulsory deductions by way of 
premiums was a possibility, it was not advisable that the 
assistance of the Government should be invoked, and with- 
out such assistance there could be no question of a com- 
pulsory deduction. The subcommittee was therefore to 
consider at its next meeting a draft scheme of a voluntary 
character. 

RANGE OF SERVICE 

A copy of a letter forwarded to the Ministry by the 
East Sussex Insurance Committee came before the com- 
mittee in connexion with the proposal to include in the 
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lations a time limit within which the Minister might 
refer a question involving range of service. In East 
sussex the delay in dealing with a case regarding the 
injection treatinent of varicose veins had extended for 
over two years, and the Insurance Committee strongly 
held that after such an interval it was impossible properly 
to ascertain the facts. In reply, the Minister had stated 
that he gathered from the correspondence that in dealing 
in future with claims by practitioners to charge fees to 
insured persons for operations of this kind, each case 
would be considered by the Insurance Committee with 
strict regard to its peculiar circumstances, and it would 
not be contended that all such operations were essentially 
outside the scope of medical benefit. On that assumption, 
and having regard to the delay in the case in question, 
the Minister waived the proposed reference, and was ready 
to accept the view that in these instances the services 
rendered might be regarded as outside the scope of the 
insurance practitioner’s obligations. 

The question of a time limit for making a reference in 
cases of this character, and of a further time limit for 
setting up the court, so as to protect those concerned 
against indefinite delay, was discussed by the committee, 
and it was agreed that the Ministry should be requested 
to suggest a time limit in both respects. 


QUESTIONS OF CERTIFICATION AND REFERENCE 

The attention of the committee was called to the 
annoyance caused recently to insurance practitioners in 
many districts by the action of approved societies in 
referring cases to regional medical officers shortly after 
the issue of the initial certificate. The chairman said that 
many protests had been received. He imagined that these 
early references were a consequence of the Ministry’s 
recent memorandum to approved societies in connexion 
with increased sickness benefit claims and the suggestion 
that the increase was due to lax certification. It appeared 
that the societies were in many cases altogether omitting 
to take account of the sick visitor’s report, and were 
referring cases without regard to the circumstances which 
the visitor would be likely to discover. From more than 
one quarter in the committee it was stated that there was 
a widespread feeling of grievance amongst insurance practi- 
tioners on this subject, and that the action taken was 
prejudicial to the interests cf insured persons and a source 
of friction among practitioners. It was, however, appre- 
ciated that early references, nét made recklessly, nor as a 
matter of routine, but judiciously, might in a certain class 
of cases be useful and a means of saving perhaps an 
additional week of sick pav, which in the aggregate 
meant a great deal. It was also pointed out that a large 
number of references on the first certificate had lately 
arisen out of the stoppage of unemployment pay ; men 
who had been on unemployment pay for a long period 
went on sick pay on its cessation, and the approved 
societies naturaliy desired to prevent imposition. At the 
same time, practitioners whose certification had never 
hitherto been impugned were now subjected to a good 
deal of annovance owing to these early references. It was 
agreed that the Ministry should be approached with a view 
to a discussion of the question, and that the deputation 
shoul: bring forward well-attested evidence, which was 
ranidly accumulating. 

It was reported from Manchester that Post Office 
employees there, when sick, were demanding insurance 
certificates for a non-insurance purpose—that is, for pre- 
sentation to the Post Office authorities. It was agreed 
to ask the Ministry whether they would like the com- 
mittee to approach the Post Office on the subject, or 
whether it could be dealt with by action between the 
Departments. 

The Surrey Panel Committee sent forward a suggestion 
that representatives of insured persons who raised com- 
plaints against practitioners which were found to be of 
a frivolous character should be subjected to penalty in 
the same way as insured persons themselves were at 
present. The chairman questioned whether such cases 
happened sufficiently often to justify the committee in 
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agreed to reply that the committee was not satisfied that 
the evidence was as yet sufficient to render action 
necessary. 


SCOTTISH INSURANCE ACTS SUBCOMMITTEE 

Several matters of interest were brought forward by 
Dr. G. W. Miller on behalf of the Scottish Subcommittee. 

A question discussed at the recent Conference of Scottish 
Panel Committees was the procedure in cases where the 
regional medical officer and the insurance practitioner 
disagree as to an insured person’s capacity for work. 
It was now reported that the Department of Health was 
willing that such cases should be examined, where practic- 
able, by another regional medical officer. In the smaller 
areas it might be necessary to secure the services of 
another practitioner if a regional medical officer was not 
available. The advisability of the certifying practitioner 
attending at the second examination, in addition to the 
regional medical officer who examined the case in the first 
instance, was emphasized. 

Dr. Miller also reported that a subcommittee had been 
appointed to consider and report on the extension of 
medical benefit to dependants of insured persons. The 
chairman of the Insurance Acts Committee said that he 
hoped this subcommittee would not go very far without 
reporting to the committee in London, so that progress 
could be made together. Dr. Miller gave that assurance, 
and also said that, in another matter under discussion— 
that of a superannuation scheme for insurance practi- 
tioners—there would be full co-operation with head- 
quarters. 

The system of record-keeping in Scotland was also 
reported on. Dr. Miller stated that Form M.R.2 had 
taken the place of the much-criticized M.R.1, and was 
generally approved. It was now being issued, with a 
covering letter, and had been accepted by all parties to 
the agreement. An improved form of hospital letter, to 
be used by insurance practitioners when referring cases 
to hospital, had been drafted. This form, which was 
known as M.R., was a voluntary document. In some 
quarters in Scotland it was regarded as a Government 
document, to be returned to the Government Department 
and filed there ; but that was not the case. It was a 
confidential document as between the insurance practi- 
tioner and the hospital staff, and in areas where hospitals 
were disinclined to use it, a holograph letter would be 
accepted in its place. But it was a very useful document, 
with nothing in it to which any party could take objection. 

The desirability of some such form of letter being 
brought into general use south of the Border was dis- 
cussed. It was pointed out that for the efficiency of the 
insurance machinery the co-operation of hospital staffs 
was required, although such staffs did not come in any 
way under [nsurance Act administration. The suggestion 
was made that in order to ensure as wide a co-operation 
of hospital staffs as possible the appropriate machinery 
of the British Medical Association might be set in motion 
—that is to say, the Hospitals Committee—and it was 
agreed that that course should be recommended. 

Other matters which came forward on the Scottish 
Subcommittee’s report included a motion of the Fife 
Branch, to the effect that, as maternity benefit was in 
many cases used as a supplement to income, and not for 
the purpose of ensuring provision for confinement ex- 
penses, it would be a better arrangement, and make skilled 
attention more certain, if the medical fees were paid 
direct to the doctor by the approved society concerned. 
The Insurance Acts Subcommittee, however, found itself 
unable to approve of the principle embodied in that 
motion. An article in the periodical Action, making 
grave reflections upon insurance practice, was considered, 
but as this organ of the New Party is now defunct, the 
Insurance Acts Committee, to which the matter was 
referred, allowed the matter to drop. The Scottish Medical 
Secretary was instructed to obtain more information, 
if possible, on the remuneration of dispensing practitioners 
in Scotland, which was the subject of a motion from 
Inverness County at the Annual Panel Conference, 
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CURRENT NOTES 
The Problem of the Out-Patient 
The following letter, dated January 7th, has been 
addressed hy the Medical Secretary to the secretary of 
the King Edward’s Hospital Fund for London: 


Sir,—The British Medical Association notes that the 
King Edward’s Hospital Fund for London has appointed 
a committee to investigate the out-patient question. 
This question is one in which the Association is keenly 
interested, as is evidenced by our letter to you of October 
Zist, 1931, enclosing copies of a report by the Association 
on ‘‘ The Problem of the Out-Patient.’’ The Association 
notes with regret that your committee contains no repre- 
sentative, either of general practitioners or of active 
members of the medical stafis of the voluntary hospitals, 
and would respectfully suggest that this matter should 
receive the attention of the King Edward’s Hospital 
Fund. 

The Association believes that the hands of the com- 
mittee, in considering this particular problem and _par- 
ticularly in eliciting evidence from witnesses, would be 
greatly strengthened by the inclusion in its personnel of 
a general practitioner and of an active member of the 
medical staff of a voluntary hospital, whose first-hand 
knowledge should be invaluable. It may be said that 
any information to be derived from persons of this 
description could be obtained by the examination of 
witnesses in the ordinary way, but from a long experience 
of such inquiries this Association is convinced that it is of 
advantage to such a Committee of Inquiry if persons with 
first-hand knowledge are put in a position to examine 
witnesses and also to join in the discussions in the 
committee itself. 

The Association hopes that this matter will receive the 
sympathetic consideration of the Fund.

The Council of the British Medical Association jg 
pared to receive applications for Research Scholarships ag 
follows: an Ernest Hart Memorial Scholarship, of the 
value of £200 per annum, and three Research Scholarships 
each of the value of £150 per annum. These Scholarshin. 
are given to candidates whom the Science Committee oj 
the Association recommends as qualified to undertake 
research in any subject (including State Medicine) relating 
to the causation, prevention, or treatment of disease. 
Each Scholarship is tenable for one year, commencing on 
October Ist, 1932. A Scholar may be reappointed for 
not more than two additional terms. A Scholar is not 
necessarily required to devote the whole of his or her 
time to the work of research, but may hold a junior 
appointment at a university, medical school, or hospital, 
provided the duties of such appointment do not interfere 
with his work as a Scholar.

The Council of the British Medical Association igs also 
prepared to receive applications for Grants for the 
assistance of research into the causation, treatment, or 
prevention of disease. Preference will be given, other 
things being equal, to members of the medical profession 
and to applicants who propose as subjects of investigation 
problems directly related to practical medicine.

In reply to Dr. Duntop, Dr. WiLttamson described 
the action of digitalis, and said that in his opinion digitalis 
given to slow the heart in a case of fever was useless ; he did 
not believe that there was any other drug with a similar effect 
on the heart.

Williamson was heartily thanked for a very interesting paper.

An ordinary meeting of the Hastings Division was held at 
the Royal East Sussex Hospital on January 5th, when Dr. 
J.C. Lee, chairman of the Division, presided. After the usual 
business Mr. Atan H. Topp read a paper, illustrated by 
lantern slides, on injuries to the e¢lbow-joint. ‘ 

IIe began by demonstrating a series of x-ray photographs 
of normal elbow-joints from 1 year to adult life. He then 
passed on to a consideration of separation of the lower 
epiphysis, which, he reminded his hearers, was a loose term 
generally applied to a juxta-epiphyseal fracture. lustrative 
cases were considered, and Mr. Todd asserted that as a 
generalization the correct treatment was to put up such 
fractures in the collar-stud position, using a webbing collar 
and cuff covered with chamois leather. Such a position was 
quite in keeping with Sir Robert Jones’s teaching ; it gave 
satisfactory flexion with supination, and avoided risk cf 
Volkmann's ischaemic contracture. He recommended that the 
injured limb be left in this position until swelling, pain, and 
local rise of temperature had disappeared, and stressed the 
point that early movement was to be deplored. When the 
conditions mentioned were fulfilled the forearm was to be 
dropped to a right angle and left in this position for a week, 
after which massage and active movement usually completed 
the treatment. Fractures of the head of the radius were next 
considered, and then other injuries to the joint. 

An interesting discussion followed, in which several members 
took part. <A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Mr. Todd 
for his most interesting and helpful paper.

IRISH MEDICAL COMMITTEE 


A meeting of the Irish Medical Committee was held in 
Dublin, at the Royal College of Surgeons, on December 
22nd, 1931. In the absence of the president and vice. 
president, Dr. R. J. Rowlette occupied the chair. There 
was a large attendance of members. 

Dr. T. Hennessy, honorary medical secretary, reported 
that a reduction in the grant for certification of insured 
persons to cover certain administrative expenses had been 
made without the consent of the Irish Medical Committee, 
The following resolution was unanimously passed, on the 
proposal of Dr. W. W. Murphy, seconded by Dr. J. P, 
Shanley : 

That the Irish Medical Committee begs leave to draw 
the attention of the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health to the fact that a reduction was made in 
the grant for certification of insured persons without the 
consent of the Irish Medical Committee, notwithstanding 
that the amount of the grant had been a matter of 
agreement between the Government and the Irish Medical 
Committee, and a pledge given that no change would be 
made in the grant without the consent of the committee. 


A discussion took place as to the relations between 
members of the staff and paying patients in voluntary 
hospitals, and a resolution was adopted suggesting that 
payments of fees by such patients should be a matter of 
arrangement between the parties directly concerned. 

Certain difficulties which have arisen in the medical 
profession in County Wexford were considered, and it was 
decided that the Irish Medical Committee would seek an 
early opportunity of discussing with the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health the duties of county 
medical officers of health and school medical officers, and 
the limitations of their authority. 

Another matter discussed was the infrequency with 
which, in recent years, the office of coroner had been 
given to a medical man. In the opinion of the committee, 
the duties of coroner almost necessitated a degree of 
medical knowledge, particularly in view of the increased 
duties conferred on the coroner by the Coroners (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1927. The honorary secretary was requested 
to communicate with the Minister for Justice on this 
matter. 

A discussion took place on the unfair way in which the 
system of permitting years to be added to actual servic 
in calculating the amount of pension operates against 
medical and other professional men in the public service 
who can never enter the service young, and suitable 
action was taken. After the transaction of other business 
the meeting adjourned.
